British Headquarters in France,
March 25. Frederick Palmer for the
Associated Press gives the following

interview with General French:
"There is no doubt of the outcome.

I never was so confident of victory as
today. I am as confident as Grant was

when he took command of the army of

the Potomac. He kept at it, so shall
I."

French said that the artillery is ov-

erestimated and that the infantryman
and machine gun would decide the
war.

Palmer asked the British command-

er if the Germans had consistently
broken the rules of civilized war.

French replied: "Yes, in many In-

stances their conduct has been bad,
very bad. I know it has been, but
it has varied. It seemed to depend
upon the commanders. If the com-

mander approves outrages, they oc-

cur."
French paid tribute to the Germans'

bravery.

Claim Russians Are Checked.
Berlin, March 25. An official state-

ment says, excepting unimportant en-

gagements on the Meuse, southeast of
Verdun, which continue, only artillery
duels took place on the western front
yesterday.

In the east, the Russian attacks in

the vicinity of Augustowo and Przas- -

nysz have been repulsed.

the Germans in December.

LAUDS ICE

EXPOSITION

REPRESENTING THE PRESIDENT
THOS. R. MARSHAL DEDICATES
GREAT INTERNATIONAL EXPO-SITIO-

San iFrancisco, March 24. Vice
President Thomas R. Marshall, repre
senting the president, of the United
States, formerly dedicated Wedne
day the Panama-Pacifi- c international
exposition.

Standing beneath the great arch of
the tower of jewels, the vice presi
dent addressed a vast concourse of
people who crowded the court of the
universe.

Mr. Marshall spoke with solemnity
and was constantly halted by ap-

plause. Especially was this the case
when, referring to the Panama canal
he voiced regret "that this altruistic
work has a real or seeming defect in

the charge of an injustice done a sis-

ter republic of the south."
'Let us not be too much dismayed

at this day by reason of that fact,"
he said. "The American people are
wise and they know he is not wise
who is not just."

Charles V. Moore, president of the
exposition, introduced the first three
speakrs t'nited States Senator
James D. Phelan of California, Ches-

ter II. Rowell, representing Governor
Johnson and Mayor James Rolph, Jr
the latter expressing the hope to the
vice president that the message he
would forward to the president would
be "California has done well." Presi-
dent Moore called for three cheers
when Mr. Marshall was Introduced.

The impressiviness of the scene
was added to by the scores of for-

eign representatives officers of the
army and navy in full dress uniform.

ceived here from I'rnmlali, Persia, de-

scribes the situation of the American
Presbyterian mission there as de
perate.

Turkish regulars and Kurds are

massacring Assyrians and Christians.
Fifteen thousand Assyrians have ta

ken refuge in American mission.

It Is reported that Turkish soldiers
hanged an'Armeiiian bishop and four
clergymen.

At Culpassen the Kurds tied all
males in groups of five and killed them
barbarously in a grave yard, to the
last boy. Girl babies and older women

were executed witli great atrocity,
and the younger women were taken
slaves.

It is reported that twenty thousand
Assyrians are dead and missing. Sixty

refugees were dragged from the

French mission at Ummluh and exe-

cuted.

PLANT PEAS

OR PEANUTS

WITH CORN

SUCH IS THE ADVICE GIVEN BY
FARM DEMONSTRATION AGENT.
INCREASE THE YIELD OF CORN
AND RAISE TWO CROPS.

R. L. Scott, farm demonstration
agent for this county Is urging the
farmers to plant their corn In six
to seven-fo- ot rows and between plant
peas or peanuts. Last year the Unit-
ed States department of agriculture
had loo farmers experimenting on
this system in the cotton states and
the report shows that the yield of
corn per acre was Increased two bu-

shels to the acre besides having an-

other valuable crop off the same
acreage. Mr. Scott says that several
farmers fci this county have promised
to follow this plan this year and he
is confident of the success of the
method. F. F. Ferguson. district
agent of this district was In the city
today and together with Mr. Scott
visited Love county to Inspect the
work of Agent Graham there.

The compress will remain
ready for business all the year as it
did last, this is dune in order that all
Oklahoma cotton may be compressed
in the state Instead of belnjj shipped
farther south, Cotton men predict
that the price of cotton will reach
10 cents by the first of June.

To Work From 300 to 500 Men Dur-

ing Summer.

Muskogee, Okla., March 24. An-

nouncement was made today by II. C.

Ferris, receiver for the' Missouri, Ok-

lahoma & Gulf Railroad company,
that a half million dollars will be
spent In Muskogee this spring com-

pleting the general shops, roundhouse
and trackage here, and that work
will begin next Monday (ballasting
the road from here to Denison, Texas.

"We expect to improve a mile of

track a day," said Mr. Ferris. "This
work should give employment to
from three to five hundred men thU
summer."
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POLICE DEPARTMENT HAVE TO
